Macedonia: are contributing to the same 
end. General Sarrail will be able ‘to 
develop them more freely as a result of 
the long overdue ultimatum which was 
presented at. Athens .. Besides 
placing the Greek Fleet in the Allies’ 
hands, it secures for them control of the 
Athens-Larissa railway—the railway by 
which King Constantine could move forces 
to strike at the flank of the Allies from 
that fraction of his country which still 
owes him allegiance. Without the 
relief which the Allies’ pressure on 


these fronts has afforded her Rumania , 


would certainly have had to pay 
a heavy penalty for her intervention. 
Even now, as Sir Edward Carson pointed 
out, her situation gives some cause for 
anxiety, and we are doubtful whether in

Today a correspondent raises once more 
a question which, though often raised dur- 
ing the last few months, has received no 
satisfactory answer. Why are discharged 
Irish soldiers excluded from the benefits 
of. land colonisation? We all know: what 
the State is doing in Great Britain. Par- 
lament has endorsed the report of a de- 
partmental committee which recommended 
the settlement of discharged soldiers on 
small holdings. An experiment is about 
to be made on a fairly large scale. The 
men will be trained, in market gardening 
and poultry-farming. They will then be 
furnished with small holdings at a small 
rental, and, it is hoped, will soon become 
self-supporting. The scheme has a thou- 
sand advantages. It will provide for men 
who have given their best to their country. 
It will relieve the pressure on the labour 
market after the war. It will increase the 
output of home-grown food—a necessity 
which is, perhaps, the most striking lesson 
of the war. It appears, however, that 
these advantages are to be refused 
to Ireland, and the cause of the unequal 
treatment is unknown. Irish soldiers 
will come home after the war, and will not 
find the numerous industrial openings 
which will exist in Great Britain. There 
is every reason to believe that, after their 
military training and their observation of 
the economies of French agriculture, they 
would make excellent smali-holders. 
The success of the vacant plots system in 
i Dublin and Belfast shows how much can 
be done with even the smallest parcels of 
land. Outside the operation of the

There is a tyPe of mind—unworthy 
of the respect that the sincere and con- 
sistent peace-thaker reluctantly compels— 
which, though it professes belief in the 
righteousness of the war, and raised no 
voice while the Allies’ cause was under a 
cloud, now, when the tide has turned, 
‘begins fo howl with the enemy for 
peace.”

There was the usual. examination of 
the figures of. the war expenditure— 
already amounting to rather more than 
the total national outgoings during twenty 
years of peace—followed by a striking 
reply of Burke to a carping critic of his 
day. “He sees nothing but the burden 
.. + « I cannot avoid contemplating also 
the strength that supports it.” 

The whole note of the speech was deter- 
mination to press on steadily and con- 
tinuously to the end. Loud cheers inter- 
rupted the passage in which the Prime 
Minister declared that the war should not 
end in “some patched-up, precarious, dis- 
honouring compromise masquerading under 
the name of peace’’; and these were 
renewed and prolonged when he sat down 
after setting forth once more the aims of 
the Allies. 

Sir Edward Carson is often regarded 
by people who do not know him as hard 
and unsympathetic. They got a glimpse 
of the true man to-day, when he said in 
language that evidently touched the Prime 
Minister deeply how the affection of the 
House had gone out to him in. the loss 
of his gallant and accomplished son, who, 
by his quick response to his countrys 
call, had set an example to the nation at 
large. 

Following upon an attack made upon 
him by Mr, Holt, Mr. Lloyd George de- 
liv a short, snappy speech in defence 
of his recent interview with a neutral 
journalist. If intervention took place 
now, he argued, it would be a military 
triumph for Germany, and was he not 
entitled, as Secretary for War, to do 
what he could to prevent @ military dis- 
aster to our arms There was a class 
of people who urged a vigorous prosecu- 
tion of the war so long as the enemy were 
in the ascendancy, but the moment our 
gallant troops were marching through 
suffering to victory they began to howl 
with the enemy for peace. The House 
found this much to its liking, and warmly 
cheered Mr, George’s spirited effort. 

Mr. Trevelyan spoke for some time in 
pleading that the Government should not 
block the way to mediation, but his re- 
marks fotind extremely little favour. Sir 
M. Levy was among other speakers, and 
he dealt with the subject oF Atay con- 
tracts; but the debate came to an un- 
expectedly early: termination before eight 
o'clock, *the Voté being then obtained 
without a division.

The Prime Minister, in the House of 
Commons yesterday, moved a Vote of 
Credit of £300,000,000 for the purposes 
ef the war, this being the fourth Vote 
for the current financial year. It brings 
the total sq voted for the year to 
£ 1,350,000 ,000. 


| Mc stated that the aggregate amount since 


the outbreak of war, sanctioned by 
thirteen Votes, is £3,132,000,000. Since 
the outbreak of war Parliament has 
sanctioned Votes, apart from peace ¢x- 
penditure, for a sum rather more than 
the ‘aggregate of the national expenditure 
in the twenty years 1894 to 1913, a period 
which included the South African War. 
The average of expenditure from the previous 
Vote of Credit was at the rate of 
£5,000,000 per day, and he did not think 
that they could look for a reduction in 
this amount. | 
The expenditure under the various heads 
from the last Vote of «Credit had 
been—Navy,° Army, and Munitions, 
£284,500,000; Loans to Allies and 
Dominions, £96,000,000; Feed Supplies, 
Railways, and Miscellaneous Items, 
£10,000,000, or a total of £390,500,000. 
With the balance remaining from the previous 
Vote, it was estimated that the present 
Vote would meet requirements until 
Christmas. 
We are now supplying our Allies with means 


of obtaining the necessary war material 
from America and elsewhere, and if we 
did not do this it would be absolutely 
unprocurable. 

The Vote would include provision fo? increas.

REVIEW OF WAR PROGRESS. 


I have now exhausted the financial aspect 
of the matter, but I think the Committee 
would desire me to gay a few words about 
the progress of the war since the last vote 
of credit.

In these 
operations we have gratefully to acknowledge

The difficulty of ®he country, 
the advent of the rains, and the. necessity of 
orgamising our communications may entail some 
delay before the enemy are completely disposed 
of, but the complete conquest of the colony. is, 
in the view of our military advisers, only a 
matter of time.

GERMANS BECOMING 
ALARMED. 


Although the enemy at present shows no sign

Of late several measures which have received 
Parliamentary sanction might most usefully 
have been extended to Ireland, The Smail 
Holders and Allotment Act, 1908-1910, is un- 
doubtedly ome, and the Act which authorises 
the formation of colonies for the settlement 
o* soldiers and sailors upon the land is another. 
hs seems utterly inexplicable why this country 
should be excluded from the operation of the 
last-named Act. ur [Trish battalions have 
covered themselves with glory in every place 
where the present war is being carried on, and 
surely they are equally deserving of any con- 
sideration which is shown to their English, 
Bvottish, or Weish comrades in arms. Broadly 
speaking, what is being done on the other 
side of the Channel is this: land is being 
taken by the Government, and provision is 
being made for the traiaing in market- 
gardening, poultry-farming, pig-keeping, ete., 
of discharged soldiers who wish to enter agri- 
cultural life. When they are considered effi- 
cient they are to be provided with amail hold- 
ings at a reasonable rental. Reference to 
the Introduction and Part I. of the Final 
Report of the Departmental Committee on the 
Settlernent on the Land of Discharged Sailors 
and Soldiers will give the recommendations o* 
the Committee which are now being carried 
into effect. 

In all the Colonies efforts of the ame kind 
are being made. A description of the founda- 
tion of an Australian colony for distharged 
soldiers was given in the Daily Mail last week. 
Canada, South Africa, New Zealand, all have 
fallen into line; only Ireland appears to lag 
behind. Surely public opimion in this country 
ought to be able to insist that Gur Ir 
soldierc should not be leas generously treated 
than those of the sister island. The intro- 
duction of a two-line bill could easily effect 
the change desired. 

Nearly every issue of your paper contains 
advertisements of the sale of large demesnes. 
It should not be difficult to obtain some of 
these where a start could be made on the 
lines adopted in England, and colonies. of 
small holders established around the central 
farm, where instruction could be given to the 
workers. I learn that many influential people 
who have been approached on the subject have 
expressed their entire sympathy with the 
objects in view, but as yet no definite united 
action seems to have been taken. It is un- 
doubtedly a case which calls for prompt and 
immediate handling, as to of any concrete 
use the scheme must be in full working order 
before demobilisation takes place. 

Such excellent work has been done in giving 
technica! instruction to soldiers in Tipperary 
that seems a great pity, in view of the 
absolutely vital necessity of a greatly increased 
home food s supply im the future, that the agri-

THE LLOYD GEORGE INTERVIEW. 


Mr. HOLT criticised the language used by 
Mr. Lloyd George in the recent interview he 
gave to a representative of the United Press of 
America. The right hon. gentleman’s attitude 
seemed to him to be that of a gentleman carry- 
ing on the publicity department of a great 
establishment, who relied more upon ad- 
vertisement than on the intrinsic value of the 
goods he had to sell. He entirely demurred to 
Mr. Lloyd George's description of the British 
soldier as a sporting animal, and to such lan- 
guage as “ Fight to a finish ” and “ A knock 
out." The British soldies went into this 
fight not as a sporting animal or as a 
gladiator, but as a Christian warrior, fighting 
& great and sacred cause, and he hoped the 
Committee would have a definite assurance 
from the Government that they would welcome 
any overtures for peace as soon as the objects 
for which we entered upon the war had been 
attained. 


THE SECRETARY FOR WAR. 


Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, who was received 
with cheers, referred to the useful and 
laborious work Sir Maurice Levy had done in 
improving the condition of the Army Service 
Department, and assured the Committee that 
many important changes had already been 
made in that Department. It would take some 
time to put the matter right—but he had no 
doubt that in a short time he would be able 
to tell the House that that important branch 
of the War Office service had been placed 
upon @ footing which would be satisfactory to 
every business man in the country. (Cheers.) 
d to the Department of the Quarter- 
master-General, he was bound to remind 
the Committee that it was a department whith 
had had to be improvised upon narrow founda- 
tions. It had now to deal with hundreds of 
millions of money, whereas at the beginning 
of the war it had only to spend a few millions. 
Any department was liable to make mistakes, 
but he thought it would be admitted that 
never in any war, in any country, had the 
Army been better fed, better clothed, and 
better looked after than was our Army at the 
present moment. (Cheers. ) Since the 
Quartermaster-General took Over the adminis- 
tration in Mesopotamia there had been very 
considerable improvement. (Cheers,) 

Sir MAURICE LEVY said he made no com- 
plaint about the Quartermaster-General. He 
had done his work well, but there were men 
in his deparrment who were totally incom- 
tent. 

Mr, LLOYD GEORGE said he was glad to 
get that admission with regard to the Quarter- 
master-General. 


THE AMERICAN INTERVIEW. 

Passing to the speech just made by Mr. Holt, 
Mr. Lioyd George said he was noth able to 
reconcile the beginning and concluding portions, 
He (Mr. Holt) took no objection to the Prime 
Minister’s declaration. My declaration, con- 
tinued Mr. Lloyd George, was this: “ We 
should tolerate no intervention until the mili- 
tary despotism of Prussia is broken beyond 
repair.” What was the declaration of the 
Prime Minister? ' We shall not make peace 
until the military domination of Prussia is 
wholly and finally destroyed.’’ (Cheers.) 1 
said ' broken beyond repair”; the Prime 
Minister said it must be “ wholly and finally 
destroyed." What is the difference? I simply 
elaborated in my own way the declaration 
made by the Prime Minister, not once or twice, 
or three times, but repeatedly—made by the 
French Prime Minister a few weeks before in 
the French Chamber. It is said that I made 
this declaration without consulting my col- 
leagues. I would remind the hon, member that 
this was not a speech, not a letter; it was 
an interview, a public report of a private 
conversation. (Laughter.) I do not know why 
my hon. friend objects to that. If his objec- 
tion is that the policy is wrong I would remind 
him that it is the policy of thePrime Minister, 
declared over and over again. It was a policy 
which has been proclaimed time after time. 
I declared no new policy. Then it was said 
a Cabinet Minister ought not to talk about 
the policy of the Government. I think this 
is the first time it has been laid down that a 
Cabinet Minister is never to make a speech 
which is not strictly departmental, May 1 
suggest to my hon. friend that this has some- 
thing to do with my department? (Cheers.) 

THE QUESTION OF INTERVENTION. 

It was, proceeded Mr. Lloyd George, a ques- 
tion whether there should be intervention to 
arrest our policy at the moment when we were 
beating. our enemy. Surely. that was much 
more a military than a diplomatic matter. 
(Cheers.) It was essentially a military matter. 

Intervention now would be a triumph 
for Germany—a military triumph. 
(Cheers.) Intervention for us would have 
been a military disaster. 

Had the Secretary of State for War no 
right to express an opinion upon that which 
would be a oe disaster? That was what 
he did, and he did not withdraw a single 
syllable. (Cheers.) It was essential, and he 
could tell the hon. member how timely it was. 
He could tell him that it was not merely the 
expression of his own opinion, but the expres- 
sion of the opinion of the Cabinet, of the 
War Committee, of the military advisers.

Colonel YATE thanked Mr. Lioyd George for 
what he had said, which he believed would 
result in a large increase in the numbers of the 
Volunteer Training Corps. 

Major NEWMAN declared that there was still 
an enormous percentage of eligible young men 
in civil employment under the Government’s 
umbrella. 

The Vote of Credit was agreed to, and the 
House adjourned at 7.47.

HOUSE OF LORDS—Wednesday. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR took his seat on the 
woolsack at a quarter-past four o'clock. 

The Marquis of LANSDOWNE, in reply to 
the Marquis of Salisbury, said that the Govern- 
ment fully recognised the urgency of measures 
to bring the present register more up to date, 
and they intended to proceed at once with the 
special Register Bill now before the House of 
Commons. That bill was regarded only as a 
stop-gap measure, intended to provide an emer- 
gency register, which, though necessarily in- 
complete, would, at any rate, give a better 
representation of the opinion of the con- 
stituencies than the present register. That 
register was not only obsolete, owing to the 
edluxion of time, but also on account: of the de- 
opulation that had taken place since the war 
tenes. Larger questions, dealing not only with 
the register, but with the franchise, the re- 
distribution of seats, and various maiters con- 
nected with the method and cost of elections, 
had been referred to a conference which was 
to be eng over by the Speaker, and which, 
he believd, would hold its first meeting to- 
morrow. The conference was a very wide one, 
and it would be rash to indulge in any pre- 
diction either as to the length of time during 
which the conference was likely to deliberate or 
as to its results. With regard to special mea- 
sures to enable soldiers and sailors to vote at 
the front, the Government were entirely in 
sym —_ with the general object of the pro- 
peeale of the noble marquis, and they thought, 
so far as it was practically aiainles it was 
their duty to find the means of enabling soldiers 
and sailors and all persons whose work pre- 
vented their returning to their constituencies 
to record their votes without returning for the 
p these constituencies. The Govern- 
ment had undertaken the necessary machin 
for the purpose. That would involve an amend- 
ment of the Ballot Act, and a bill would be 
introduced with that object at an early date. 
As to facilities for soldiers and sailors who 
at the moment of the election found themselves 
doing duty not only outside the limits of their
